» Mr G@indstane fa at his very best when he 
js interrupted, «The interruption to him is 
uly 98 the spark is to the ganpowder—the 
flash*instantly follows,” Some of the finest 
and moat brilliant things ever said by Mr 
Gladstone have beon ssid on the spur of an 
interruption. Mr Gladetone has a way of 
looking round the House and finding out the 
map, be be far or near, who has interrupted 
him; and holding that man.with bis glit- 
toring'eye while he proseeda to make an ex- 
wunple of him, But Mr Gladstone can wake 
a. groat and a fascinating specoh ‘withont 
word of interruption. . -He can hold entranced 
an audience even ia.the stormy and irreve- 
rent Houso-of:Commons, on somo subject-— 
‘aay even on’ some ceremonial ‘ovcasion— 
‘which herdly admits of expressed: differance 
of opinion. “Mr Disraeli was not. a0: happy. 
Ho.waa poor in clabarate atatement—too la- 
boured and pompous on ceremonial ocoasions. 
But he lighted up at a touch of interruption. 
Thore is an old Parliamentary legend that

Bir William Harcourt is splendid in 
his toply to interruptions ; “bat then he does 
‘not in the least depend upon interruptions, 
and-he could make a great debating speech 
even if his political enemies should sit silent 
dn front of him. Mr John Morley is at, his 


-finost-when he is goaded by interruptions | 


and when he lets himself go, and recognises 
the faot as put: by Shakespoare that bear- 
Jiko ho. must Hght tho courso, Then, in- 
deed, ‘he puts forth all his strength and 
sharpooss, and his adversiries are soon in 
{he position, again described by Shake- 
ppeare, of * being suffered with the bear's fel? 
pow.! - Batiit is not all in public life a more 
pro-ordained survival of the fittest, in this 
mailto? of intetraptiong to eloquence. As 
wwe have alraady observed, many really great 
vrators were put out and ‘shoved out of gear, 
for themomont at least; by interruptions, 
and pet the speeches survived ‘the perturbed 
and bungled moment, and will live, so far 
aa spesdhes’cin live, for all time, We neod 
hardly sty that in the House of Commons
